My object has been, not peace with 
America, but reconciliation, which is more than peace, We 
may have a fœderal peace with France or Spain, or with any 
foreign power, but reconciliation is the wiſhed for object, 
between thoſe who are connected by every tie of confangui- 
nity and friendſhip, It is for this reaſon, that I fo much 
regret and deprecate the meaſures of force which are un- 
dertaken, Even if it were poſſible to make a conqueſt of 
America, we ſhould only be torn ſo much the farther from 
a reunfon of affection and good-will. By perſiſting ſo ob- 
ſtinately in every meaſure of force, and by rejecting every 
propoſition of reconciliation, whatever quarter it comes 
from, or in whatever ſhape it is offered, you have left no 
alternative to America but unconditional ſubmiſſion or inde- 
pendence. I can eafily foreſee that the ground of the queſ- 
tion will be totally changed before we meet again. Unleſs 
you can effect the conqueſt of America, which I think it 
equal madneſs either to attempt or to wiſh for, inſtead of re- 
conciliation, you muſt come to a faxderal treaty, with a peo- 
ple driven by yourſelves to deſpair. As long as reconcilia- 
non, and a return to our former happy connexion, continues 
be object, ſo far T can ſee my way before me; but when re- 
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conciliation is out of ſight, we have loſt our compaſ, The 
die is now caſt for conqueſt or independence. We have hi 

an everlaſting farewel to America. Whatever may be the
